inal having become unprocurable, a small edition of this reprint 
was brought out by the family in honor of their distinguished 
father for presentation to friends. Mr. Charles King wrote an 
historical introduction from data furnished by the family, and 
for sentimental reasons the successors to the printers of the 
original were employed to do the press work on this issue. 

The edition of 1812 was the first book printed in America on 
the subject of railroads and if the author’s plans had been adopt¬ 
ed at the time, the United States would now enjoy the distinction 
of having been the first to inaugurate transportation by rail as 
well as by navigation. Col. Stevens was one of the foremost 
figures in the annals of American invention ; and his book propos¬ 
ing that a railroad should be built, instead of the Erie Canal, 
showed him to be a man many years ahead of his time, lie not 
only advocated, in 1812 (when there was not a locomotive or 
passenger car in the world), a railroad from Albany to Lake 
Erie; but urged the advisability of erecting a general system of 
railroad communication throughout the United States. 

Owing to the unusual circumstances surrounding its inception, 
this issue is more than an ordinary reprint and is second only in 
interest and rarity to the original of 1812, which realized in our 
rooms last year $350.00.
